Our priority must always
be to protect life and
property in harm’s way — and
then try to resume some
sense of normalcy as
we press on. Hard to do
sometimes.

| toured the state by air a
few days ago and witnessed
the shocking impact of
the rainfall on our farms
in the path of this storm —
thousands of farm acres
under water, farm buildings
looking like islands in the
water, and farm roads
washed away. Many thanks
to General Livingston of the
National Guard and the
Forestry Commission for
providing the aircraft for me
to do that. It made quite
an impression on me to
watch our National Guard
and others in the Emergency
Center Operations in action.
Along with Clemson, SCDA
has responsibility centered
on animals and food supply
in times of disaster.

Seeing the devastation
was the first step in the
long process of assessing
the impact on agriculture
in South Carolina. After
completing the tour, | joined
some of our staff from
SCDA, the U.S. Department

of Agriculture, Farm Service
Agency, and Clemson
Extension Service to begin
initial damage assessments.

At this point, conservative
early estimates are that
direct crop losses from the
recent flood may exceed
$300 million. We can only
guess at what the total impact
on our industry will be.

The storm has had a
significant statewide effect.
It appears that low lying
farmland adjacent to
Congaree and Black River
systems, as well as
smaller creeks, have been
most severely impacted. The
crops affected include
peanuts, cotton, fall vegeta-
bles, soybeans, and some
timber.

Poultry farmers immediate-
ly began working to repair
access roads to get feed
trucks to their flocks.
Livestock and poultry assess-
ments continue. Timber har-
vest will resume when the
logging roads are passable.
Long-term, this disaster will
cause quite an income loss
for local farmers and our rural
counties.

As we all know, 2015
has been an exceptionally
challenging year for farmers.
We’ve dealt with a severe
drought during the growing
season and now excessive
rainfall at harvest. Efforts will
continue to gauge losses
through the completion of
harvest season.

We’'re going to work on
behalf of our farmers through
federal and state resources
to determine the assistance
that they should have access
to. A request was sent
almost immediately to the
US Secretary of Agriculture
for an agricultural disaster
declaration to be made, which
begins the process for
federal assistance. The most
important thing for farmers to
do first is to know the details
of their crop insurance
policies and immediately
contact their crop insurance
agents prior to making any
additional investments in their
crop.

This is yet another tough
challenge for South Carolina
farmers. We always seem
to manage through them,
and | expect we will do the
same this time.

competitions, such as dairy judging. “A lot of
jobs will be coming open in ag, and the on-line
courses are a great way for students to get the
background they need before going off to
college.”

The courses are open to students from all
over South Carolina who don’t have access to
ag programs, or for those who want additional
courses that may not be offered locally, she
said. Many public schools, private schools and
homeschools are unable to offer agricultural
courses to their students. The academy
